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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  COUNCILS 


Mr  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  submit  herewith  report  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December  1957. 

During  the  year  consideration  was  given  to  the 
next  stage  in  dealing  with  sub  standard  dwellings  and  action 
under  the  Housing  Act  was  taken  to  make  possible  the  demolition 
of  properties  in  bolborough  Street,  Salem  Place,  Edwards  Cottage 
Back  Road,  Halcyon  Road,  East  Street  and  Wain  Lane. 

Refuse  Disposal  continued  at  the  rear  of  Forde  Road 
and  in  connection  with  refuse  collection  a  change  was  made  to 
diesel  engine  propulsion  for  a  refuse  lorry  and  a  break  was  made 
with  the  principle  of  purchase  of  vehicles  by  means  of  loan,  the 
diesel  lorry  being  purchased  out  of  a  transport  fund,  allocated 
from  revenue. 


The  year  under  review  also  saw  the  Rent  Act  1957 
coming  into  operation,  with  provision  for  tenants  of  houses  to 
apply  for  Certificate  of  Disrepair,  about  20  properties  being 
involved  in  the  last  five  months  of  the  year.

A  member  of  the  manual  labour  staff  of  this  department 
has  continued  to  be  employed  on  a  part-time  basis  on  this  sec¬ 
tion  of  aorko  As  in  previous  years  two  treatments  of  the  sewer¬ 
age  system  of  the  town  were  carried  out  ,  approximately  35  man¬ 
holes  being  baited  and  poisoned  on  each  occasion. 

In  addition  27  premises  were  treated  for  rat  infestat¬ 
ion  involving  307  visits.
